At tata tine the couatrr 
adjacent present* the appearance of an unbro- 
ken wilderness, and the whole seen* 1* one of 
gloom; lolitude, associated an it i* with one of 
tho most cruel massacre* which ever digraced 
the American anus. 


Tlifl fort had originally been erected by eiril- 


iiad tro«pi, and, when'al>nn<loned l>y (I* occu- 
pant* at the close of thu wur in 1615, ft* a* ta- 
ken poGieaeion of by the refugee* from Georgia. 
But tittle ii yet known nf that persecuted pev-' 
pie; their history can oi|ly bo found la the M- 
tional archives at Washington. They^ad b«e» 
held aa (lave* in the State referred to; but du-. 
ring the Devolution, they caught the spirit of 
liberty, at thitt time «o prevalent throughout uur 
land, and fleU from their oppressors, and ftiuu4 
nil a*yluui among the aborigine* living in Flor- 
ida. 


During forty ye«r* they had effectually el«- 


| ded ur resisted, ill attempt* to re« a* lave them. 


I They were true to themselve*, to tke iaitinetive 


love of liberty, which is planted in evert- kaataa 


I heart. Mott of them had been born amidat per- 


ils, reared in tht» forests, aud taught from their 
childhood to hate the oppressor* of their race. 
Most of those Mho had been personally haM in 
degrading servitude, whose bucks had Wen 
scarred by the lash of tb« aavtigii orer*wr, Bail 
pnssuil t<i that spirit-land where the clanking of 
chain* is not heard, where slavery U not known. 
Sumo few of that cla«* yet remained. Their 
gray imirs and tVt-ble liuibe, however,indirate* 
that they, ton. must pa** awnr. Of the tares) 
hundri.'d and eleven p(.Tamil ti'tidiag in"bloaat'* 
Fort," not mor« thnn twent/ had been actual)* 
held in servitude. The other* were descended 
from slave puri-ntt, who fled frnm tieorgia, and,' 
nccordiiifi to the law* of tbe slave etatee, were 
liable to suffer the snme outrage* to which their 
ancestors hud been subjected. 


It i« B most singular t'earere tn ilareholditif 


morals, that if the parent* be robbed ef their 
liberty, deprived of the rights with which their, 
Creator hits endowed them, the perpetrator* of 
those wrongs become entitled to repeat then* 
upon tho children of their former victim*.— 
There were also nonir parent* and itrsndehil- 
dren,a* well as middle-aged person*.w aotoagltt 
proteotiun within tbe walls uf the fort agaioat 
the vigilant ilave-eatchon, who occasionally 
were seen prowling arotMd tbe fcrttfieatiom. 
but who dared uot venture within the power ef 
those whom they inught tu eo*l«Te. 


These fugitives Imd planted their garden*, 


and lonio of them had Hocks roaming in tbe wlU 
derneibi all were enjoying the fruit* of their 
labor, and congratulnttUR tbemselve* a>en be- 
ing safe from the. sttuekn ol'those wa* enala«e 
mankind. But the spirit of t>pDre«*ioa ii iaex- 
oratle. The ilafeholdera, flnaing thercmiM 
not themselves obtain poetessioa of their i** 
tended victim*, called on tbe Piecidcnt of tkrf 
United States for assistance te perpetrate the 
crime of enslaving their fellow men. That func- 
tionary had been reared amid Southern Insti- 
tutions.
